COMMUNIST rebels yesterday rejected 
President Macapagal-Arroyo's allega- 
tions that they had ties to international 
terrorists and accused the government 
of of sabotaging peace negotiations by 
linking them to such groups. 

"The President said on Tuesday there were 
“growing links between the revolutionary Left 
and international terrorist organizations,” and 
ordered a comprehensive reassessment of the 
government's strategy for dealing with the 35- 
year-old communist insurgency. 

Ms Arroyo and other officials offered no 
proof of the links, and didn't name any terror- 
istorganizations. 

In a statement posted at the Communist 
Party of the Philippines website, CPP 
spokesperson Gregorio "Ka Roger" Rosal de- 
scribed the allegations as “unfounded” and 
“mere figments of Arroyo's imagination.” 

He said the President had based her state- 
ments on “spurious intelligence reports.” 

He claimed that the CPP and other "revolu- 

ary organizations of the Filipino people” 
build healthy relationships with other “com- 
munist and anti-imperialist organizations” 
around the world on the basis of “principles 
such as anti-imperialism, social justice, 
democracy and equality” 

He did not name any of the groups. 

їп a separate statement, the communists po- 
litical arm, the National Democratic Front, said 
the President was “sabotaging the sincere efforts 

to push back-channel talks that would pave the 
‘Way for the resumption of formal peace talks” by 
citing “obviously fabricated intelligence reports.” 


People’s war 

“Mrs. Arroyo is in effect urging the revolu- 
tionary movement to intensify its tactical 
fensives and raise the level of its people's 
war,” said the exiled communist leader, Luis 
Jalandoni, who heads the rebel panel in peace 
negotiations with the government. 

Secretary Teresita Quintos-Deles, the presi- 
dential adviser on the peace process, merely 
shrugged off Jalandoni's criticisms, saying 
“they're charging us with many things.” 

Deles said that if anyone should be accused of 


stopping the back-channel talks, it was the NDE 

“If you remember they were the ones who 
postponed the talks. We were supposed to 
talk in August, they postponed it. So it stays in 
that level," she said. 

Deles stressed that the government was not 
abandoning the back-channel talks but was 
“fully assessing the situation with regard to 
the peace process,” 

Asked about the alleged links between the 
communists and international terrorists, she 
said: “That is part of the assessment." 

The communist rebels are already on US 
and European Union terrorist lists. 

Peace negotiations, which are being bro- 
kered by Norway, were suspended in August 
after communist rebel negotiators balked at 
the government's failure to pressure its allies 
to remove them from the lists. 


Frozen funds 

National Security Adviser Hermogenes 
Ebdane said the rebels had received funds 
from unnamed "socialist groups,” but that the 
funds were "frozen." 

Defense Secretary Avelino.Cruz said the 
Presidents directive includes a probe into 
whether foreign honey was still being “misdi- 
rected or misapplied wittingly or unwittingly 
toward funding the armed insurgency” 

‘The government says that foreign support 
for the communist rebels dried up after the 
Sept. 11, 2001 terrorist attacks in the United 
States as Washington placed the Communist 
Party, its armed group, the New People's 
‘Army, and the NDF on its “foreign terrorist or- 
ganization” blacklist. 

Military officials say the rebels compensat- 
ed for this by redoubling extortion of local 
businesses as well as ordinary Filipinos in ar- 
eas of guerrilla activity. 

Rosal said the rebels no longer believe the 
government is serious in pursuing a political 
settlement to the insurgency that has claimed 
thousands of lives.

‘The reported incursions by JI agents into 
rebel-controlled areas in Mindanao to train 
MILF guerrillas were being addressed by the 
MILF hierarchy, Garcia said. 

But if evidence of links between’ the MILF 
and the JI were to be uncovered, it would con- 
stitute a violation of the ceasefire, said Garcia.

IF SURGERY does not pay, try your hand 
at business. 

This advice came from a group of doctors 
treating hypertension in the Philippines fol- 
lowing reports that more and more physi- 
dans were studying to become nurses. 

The Philippine Society of Hyperten- 
sion urged Filipino doctors to engage in 
entrepreneurial activities to augment 
their income instead of enrolling in nurs- 
ing schools and leaving their families to 
workabroad as nurses and nursing aides. 

PSH president Esperanza Cabral said 
that the exodus of Filipino doctors is al 
ready threatening the country's health 
service. 

“The exodus of Filipino doctors leaving 
for abroad to work as nurses has reached 
a point that could make the local health- 
care industry moribund,” Cabral said in a. 
pressstatement. 

"If they could leam some business skills 
so they could put up their own business or 
invest their money wisely, they may eam 
enough that can make them live comfort- 
able lives here. They don't have to work as 
nurses or even nursing aides abroad to 
earn enough dollars they could remit to 
their families here," she said. 


Pocket MBA 

Cabral cited the case of Dr. Miguel Oliva, 
a Camarines Sur physician who has a small 
business that he uses to finance his charity 
works and get through the hard times. 

“The PSH is sponsoring a one-day “pocket 
MBA seminar next month to give interested 
doctors an overview of the business environ- 
‘ment and opportunities in the Philippines, 

‘The seminar aims to educate doctors 
on the basics of the entrepreneurial pro- 
cess, opportunity recognition, skills of 
effective people, and an understanding 
of business plans, financial statements 
and investment prospects. 

A study by the National Institutes of 
Health revealed that at least 3,500 doc- 
tors have left the country since 2000 to 
work as nurses abroad. Another 1,500 
have passed the nursing licensure exam 
last year and 4,000 more are enrolled in 
nursing courses all over the country. 

“Making our doctors stay has become 
a major dilemma. And when we say stay, 
we not only mean that they stay in the 
Philippines, but stay as doctors and not 
asnurses," Cabral said. 

"We don't want the uncanny distinc- 
tion of being the only country in the 
world wherein medicine is a pre-nursing 
course," she added.

CONFINED to his quarters inside Camp Aguinaldo, Gen. Carlos F. Garcia 
reportedly lost P10 million when his house was ransacked last month by sull 
unidentified persons.

ing. 

That night at around 7, a team 
from the Philippine National Police's 
‘Scene of the Crime Operations (Soco) 
arrived at the house to investigate the 
incident. 

However, Lucero said camp officials 
were still investigating if the incident 
was indeed a breakin, or a robbery, 
adding all he could be sure of was that 
Garcia's wife called the military police 
toreporta supposed break-in. 

He said the AFP was still waiting for 
the results of the investigation by Soco, 
which had taken a number of items 
from the house to look for fingerprints. 

“We are still investigating whether 
that (break-in) really happened. We 
still need corroborative evidence and 
a collaborative statement,” he said. 


Maceda's account 

Former Sen. Ernesto Maceda has a 
different account of the incident. 

In a newspaper column on Oct. 12 
(not in the Inquirer), Maceda said 


Garcia's house was raided by people 
who appeared to be military person- 
nel or policemen. The “raiders,” 
Maceda said, took computers, 
diskettes and files but left behind 
cash and firearms, 

In a phone interview with the IN- 
quiza, Maceda refused to confirm the 
information he wrote in his column, 
saying he did not want any of his com- 
ments to come out in the INQUIRER.” 

‘Asked why the incident was belat- 
edly acknowledged by the AFR 
Lucero said it was not the practice of 
the military to report such incidents 
tothe public. 

“We don't report to media anything 
that happens or what transpires 
side Camp Aguinaldo. Actually, this 
information spread inside the camp a 
day after the incident, he said." 

Another Inguinen source said that 
inthe past, burglars had attacked the 
quarters of other generals. "Even the 
house of an intelligence chief is not 
safe from robbers,” he said.

Drier, hotter Christmas looms 


By Norman Bordadora 


THE PHILIPPINE Atmospheric, Geophysical 
and Astronomical Services Administration 
yesterday warned of drier conditions for the 
rest of the year and slightly warmer than nor- 
mal temperatures in the first half of 2005. 

In an advisory for another El Niño episode, 
Pagasa said that the persistent warming of the 
atmosphere over the central equatorial Pacific 
Ocean has expanded. The weather bureau 
said that this indicates a weak El Nifio phe- 
nomenon in the works. 

“With this development, drier than normal 
conditions are expected in western and cen- 
tral Luzon, the Bicol region, eastern Visayas 
and some areas in western Mindanao for the 
remainder of the year,” said Pagasa officer in 
charge Dr, Prisco Nilo. 

“An increased risk of below normal rainfall is 
likewise expected in most parts of the country 
during the first quarter of 2005,” he added. 

А hotter than usual summer is also expect- 
edas Nilo mentioned rhe likelihood of slightly 
warmer than normal temperatures over the 
country up to the first half of the year. Sum- 
mer usually sets in over the archipelago dur- 
ing the second quarter of the year. 

With the El Nifo's expected effects on the 
country’s fresh water reserves, Pagasa urged 
government agencies to continue implement- 
ing appropriate measures to mitigate the po- 
tential impact of El Niño on agriculture, water 
resources, hydropower generation, health 
and sanitation, and other sectors.

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Yudhoyono sworn in as Indonesia's 6th president 


JAKARTA—Former general Susilo 
Bambang Yudhoyono took office 
as Indonesia's first directly elected 
leader on Wednesday after sweep- 
ing to power by vowing faster job 
growth, a war on corruption and 
tough punishment for terrorists, 

А solemn-looking Yudhoyono 
was sworn in at parliament in 
front of the very legislators many 
expect will challenge the big pop- 
ular mandate he won in Indone- 
sia's historic democratic presi- 
dential ballot last month, 

He is expected to announce his 
Cabinet on Wednesday evening. 

Outgoing leader Megawati 
Sukarnoputri, embittered over 
her crushing defeat at the hands 
of her former chief security minis- 
ter, skipped the low-key swear- 
ing-in ceremony. 

Wearing a dark suit and a black 
Muslim cap, Yudhoyono pro- 
mised in his brief oath to work 
hard and pledged justrule for the 
world's most populous Muslim 
nation. The leaders of Australia, 
Malaysia, Singapore, Brunei and 
East Timor attended. 

“This is an important moment 
in Indonesian history" Australian. 
Prime Minister John Howard told 
Yudhoyono on behalf of the other 
leaders when they all met after 
the ceremony.

We cannot even be sure that Garcia, who as 
‘comptroller of the Armed Forces had access to military 
funds, would pass this test, But assuming that he does, we 
‘can almost be certain that the legal case against the other 
poen will be weaker than any case against him. The 

ase against Garcia will be based in large part on smok- 
ing-gun documentation, including papers from or sub- 
fitted to US customs. The case against the other gener-

But throw all the incontrovertible documentation 
lagainst Garcia into the wind, for the chance to, maybe, 
just maybe, land a big fish? Nonsense. Garcia is big 
lenough. 
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HELEN Santiago-Sigua isa physician. She chairs 
‘San Beda's family medicine department and has 
a masters degree in hospital administration. So 
why is she not abroad—or taking a nursing 
course? Half of the members of her University of 
the Philippines class (Batch 1985) have gone. 

“I stayed for the same reasons others 
lef—family" she writes. This includes a dia- 
betic father who values a doctor-daughter’s 
care, a husband professionally rooted locally, 
children getting “globally competitive educa- 
tion here." As a doctor and educator, she *man- 
ages to be happy, if not necessarily contented.” 

‘Such experiences are a backdrop for the 
Philippine College of Physicians’ covenant for 
doctors where 6,000 of them pledged to work 
at home for at least three years. Philippine 
Medical Association records show that 2,000 
doctors leave yearly. 

Abroad, the demand for health-care givers, 
especially nurses, has soared. This spurs many, 
like Dr. Elmer Jacinto, who topped the 947 
medical graduates who hurdled the board ex- 
ams, to work аз a nurse. One in every five PMA 
members has enrolled in nursing schools (300 
today from 127 a decade back). 

But doctor-as-nurse is only one aspect of a 
multilayered diaspora, say the Washington 
Posts Elen Nakashima and Edward Cody in their 
anice, "Filipinos Take ‘Going Places Literally” 

"What makes Philippine migration remark- 
able is its scope,” they write. "No other Asian 
country has so many types of workers—from 
nanny to engineer and circus performer in so 
many different places: Hong Kong to Italy, 
Chad to Khazakstan." 

Lack of economic opportunity and "а sense 
of being a nation adrift” will drive about a mil- 
lion Filipinos abroad this year. Almost 38 out of 
every 100 Filipinos live below the poverty line. 
‘And OFW relatives bail them ош. 

‘Today, 35 percent who leave are profession- 
als, including computer specialists and agricul- 
tural scientists. The top United Nations migra- 


ANTIQUE Gov. Salvacion Zaldivar-Perez says 
the verdict of Regional Trial Court branch 12 
finding Arturo Pacificador innocent of murder- 
ing Evelio Javier should be respected and ac- 
cepted "even if it's painful like the Pangpang 
case." Perez was referring to the massacre in 
May 1984 of seven of Javier's supporters. Paci- 
ficador, Javier's political archenemy, was also 
accused of the crime but was acquitted. Only 
his men were convicted. 

“Time heals and Antiquefios know in their 
hearts who had Beloy Javier killed, Perez 
added. She herself had four relatives who died 
in the Pangpang massacre. So that gives her a 
right to speak with authority on pain and ac- 
ceptance in this case? 

Not so. 

This isn't just a personal pain, this is a nå- 
tional one. This is not just an injustice done to 
Javier, his relatives or to all Antiquefios, this is 
an injustice done to the nation. The need to 
right a monumental wrong remains as obdu- 
rate as ever. The need to punish the guilty re- 
mains as implacable as ever. 

There are resignations and resignations. 
You may resign yourself to dying if you have 
cancer. You may not resign yourself to being 
murdered in the prime of life. Nor may the rest 
of us. We cannot resign ourselves to a monu- 
mental iniquity without dying ourselves. 

Frankly, it staggers the imagination how 
Judge Rudy Castrojas could have found Pacifi- 
cador innocent. He says what public opinion 
says and what the evidence shows are two dif- 
ferent things. He says he can only judge on the 
basis of what he sees and hears in the court and 
not outside of it. Fair enough. But this is a case 
that even the most inept lawyer cannot bungle. 

‘You may never hear someone say he actually 
heard Pacificador order his henchmen to gun 
down Javier like a dog in broad daylight. But 
you can always put two and two together. 

Who had the means to murder Javier? Pa 
ficador. He was top honcho in Antique and an 
ardent Marcos supporter to boot. He was 
Javier's bitterest enemy and had been accused 
‘once before of murdering Javier's people. Who 
had the opportunity to murder Javier? Pacifi- 


tion specialis is a Filipino: Manolo Abella of the 
International Labor Organization.

When flows via 
unofficial channels are tacked on, the total can 
reach $14 to 21 billion, according to the Asian 
Development Bank. 

Few assess the social costs, the Catholic 
Commission on Migrant Workers notes. Pro- 
longed absence of parents results in many kids 
“becoming emotional orphans.” They're more 
likely to commit crimes, take drugs or have 
children out of wedlock, reports Newsweek.

But his logic remains flawed. You grant 
Rodolfo was the mastermind and not Arturo, 
so what?

Why else 
would Rodolfo—and his lawyer, Avelino Avel- 
lana—want to kill Javier? If it was political, 
then Rodolfo could not have done it without 
Arturo's approval, as Arturo would be the first 
to reap the reward or punishment for it.

Government reaction has been schizophrenic. 
The health department says stay, while the labor 
department says go, the Washington Post noted.

“Being a doctor is a healing craft... It's about 
alleviating pain and caring for creatures that 
may be the very least to society but most valu- 
able to God. In fixing the body or mind, a doc- 
tor touches even the spirit, giving his profes- 
sion almost magical dimensions, To perform 
this craft where it is most needed gives it its 
greater essence,”

Otherwise they 
are as dead as а доотай and as forgotten as 
graves with no names. Time does not heal 
‘wounds carved by iniquity, it makes them fes- 
ter. And life does not go on in the face of hu- 
mongous wrongs, only death does. Life gets 
pinned down in the grinding wheels of injus- 
tice, unable to lift itself to go on. Have you ever 
wondered why we asa people seem to be float- 
ing around in space, with no past or future, not 
knowing where we came from or where we are 
going? Have you ever wondered why if we 
have the sensation of moving at all, we seem. 
only to be moving backward? A people with no 
sense of right and wrong will always feel that. 
A people that cannot reward right and punish 
wrong will always feel that.

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Murdering the English language 


REPORTS indicate that newly appointed AFP 
Chief of Staff Efren Abu will stay in the new job 
only until June, 2005. This means that he will 
have only eight months to serve in that capaci- 
ty. The question is, can he institute the badly 
needed reforms, including stamping out cor- 
ruption and straightening out the AFP procure- 
ment system, which has been the source of so 
malies, in so short a time? 

is why the AFP chief of staff ought to have 
a fixed tenure of three years. Abu, who is now the 
Army chief, projects a clean-cut image and enjoys 
а good reputation in the AFP His appointment to 
the top post was greeted with approval all 
around, But though he may be full of good inten- 
tions, he may be unable to effect reforms in eight 
months, It's true he stays a little longer than some 
previous appointees, but revolving door parin. 


1 queried Senate President Franklin Delon 
who has served as justice secretary and execu- 
tive secretary before, on this issue. He ex- 
plained that Sec. 5, Article XVI of the Constitu- 
tion allows the President to extend the tour of 
duty of the chief of staff—and no other official 
in the AFP—to a maximum of three years, ex- 
cept “in times of war or other national emer- 
gency declared by the Congress.” He noted 
that there are a couple of bills pending in the 
Senate setting a fixed tenure of two years for 
the AFP chief (I imagine these bills are a reac- 
tion to the “revolving-door policy” of this ad- 
ministration), He added that if such a two-year 
tenure is to be binding on successive presi- 
dents, the bill has to be passed into law. 

T submit that legislation is needed also to 
stop once and for all the taunting and intrigue 
that abound when a chief of staff's tenure is 
coming to an end. I heard Gen. Narciso Abaya. 
passionately insisting on TV recently that he 
‘was not lobbying at all for an extension. I be- 
lieve the guy since he’s one of the more decent 
officers around, Such idle talk would not have 
arisen if his term were fixed by law. 


‘The Senate chief also said he has been follow- 
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ing closely the House hearings. He stressed that 
the investigations have to get to the bottom ofthe 
corruption and the guilty must be punished. But. 
he also called for sobriety in the handling of these 
investigations and warned against turning them 
into a “witch-hunt.” He stressed that the rule of 
law and due process should be observed and 
asked that the witnesses be accorded respect. 
Drilon said he had “full faith and confidence" in 
the leadership of Abaya and his designated suc- 
cessor, Abu, and their resolve to “clean up the 
mess" in the AFR in order to strengthen the insti 
tution they have served for solong. 


‘Talking ofthe House hearings, the biggest ca- 
sualty, if you ask me, was the English language! 
Some generals on the witness stand, in their 
discomfiture over the grilling, got their gram- 
mar and syntax all screwed up.

Yesterday's CNN poll placed him at 
48 percent versus Kerry's 46 percent, but in the 
CNN-Gallup poll Bush had 54 percent to Kerry's 
44, In contrast, during the days immediately fol- 
lowing the third debate, Kerry was ahead of Bush. 
After the euphoria over Kerry's debating prowess, 


US voters seem to have realized they still feel aw- 
fully nervous about homeland security and that 
they'd rather trust Bush than Kerry. The Bush 
campaign slogan of a "Safer America" seems to 
жа been ‘developments, such as the tie-up 
between a prominent Iraqi militant and al-Qaida, 
the discovery of a new terrorist plot in Madrid 
and the kidnap of a charity organization's top of- 
ficial in Baghdad, only heighten the feeling 
among US voters that alls not well with the 
world. This is favoring Bush immensely. 

Several American states have allowed vot- 
ing ahead of the Nov. 2 election in order to de- 
congest voting precincts and prevent technical 
glitches and snafus similar to what happened 
in Florida in 2000. The snafus in Florida forced. 
the US Supreme Court to intervene, resulting. 
in the victory of Bush. The turnout in various 
states was quite enthusiastic, but the votes 
will not be counted ahead. 

Such early voting shows the confidence of 
US voters in their electoral system. Here in the 
Philippines, voting ahead of election day, as 
some pundits note, is nothing new. It has been 
happening in some isolated areas since the 
electoral process began, like those that are 
controlled by warlords. The difference is that 
not only is early voting illegal in this country, 
but the votes, especially in Mindanao, are 
counted even before election day!

Fishers, pearls and Jewelmer 


IN 1996, President Fidel Ramos issued Presiden- 
tial Proclamation 905 recognizing the South Sea 
pearl as the Philippines! national gem. The local 
pearl industry, the proclamation noted, has pro- 
duced the world's largest pearl known as the 
“Pearl of Allah” or the “Pearl of Lao Tze.” 

‘What's in a pearl? Plenty, especially if it is a 
South Sea pearl produced by Jewelmer Interna- 
tional Corp., a Cojuangco-owned pearl farm in 
Palawan that will soon be the subject of a con- 
gressional inquiry. 

Last Oct. 16, World Food Day, and in observance 
of Indigenous People's (IP) Month, Palawan IP 
from the Pala'wan and Molbog tribes rowed out to 
sea to exercise their right to fish in waters that used 
to be part of their ancestral fishing grounds. These 
areas occupied by Jewelmer, the IP said, have been 
off-limits to them for more than 20 years. 

Tt all began in 1974, during the time of Presi- 
dent Ferdinand Marcos. The fishermen became 
victims of a land swap between business magnate 
Eduardo Cojuangco and Marcos. 

Last Saturday, more than 200 members of the 
Samahan ng mga Katutubo sa Dulo ng Timog 
Palawan (Sambilog), accompanied by Akbayan 
Party-list Rep. Risa Hontiveros-Baraquel and 
members of Task Force Bugsuk, who were trying 
to cross the Pandanan Channel, were blocked by 
the Philippine National Police led by the provin- 
cial director, Senior Supt. Rey Lanada, who came 
in a Jewelmer helicopter. Wow. 

Our Southern Luzon correspondent Donna Vi- 
rola was there to cover the encounter and she 
shared with me her report. Virola quoted Sam- 
bilog leader Panglima Rudy Calo as saying, “Our 
purpose is to fish again in our waters and pass 
through Pandanan Channel which is our shortcut. 
to nearby islands." 

I myself received text messages from the site. 
One said: "We were not able to enter the Pan- 
danan Channel because of a heavy cable and boat 
barricade. PNP Prov. Director Lanada and a 
dozen uniformed officers acted as Jewelmer se- 
curity guards. But most of the hundred fishers 
were able to fish in their traditional fishing

grounds even for a couple of hours!!!” It added 
that Hontiveros-Baraquel plans to conduct a con- 
gressional inquiry.

If you've ogled at those 
luscious pearls in Jewelmer stores and leafed 
through their expensive coffee-table book, you'd 
know why South Sea pearls are special. Go to their 
website (wwwjewelmercom) and youd think 
you're reading about paradise and pearls and a 
hardy, deep sea-diving people called Badjao and a 
Frenchman named Jacques Brannelle who suppos- 
edly discovered the beautiful secret of the islands, 
the precious pearl oyster, the pinctada maxima. He 
then brought over the knowledge of perliculture 
from French Polynesia and parmered with the Co- 
juangcos.

Task Force Bugsuk which supports the displaced 
fishermen said it “is not against the propagation of 
the pearl industry in the country. We are only 
against the Jewelmer Pearl Farm and its displacing 
the IP from the ancestral domain, depriving them 
of their main sources of livelihood, discriminating 
against them for their ethnicity and denying them 
their basic right to self determination." 

Jewelmer, the task force said, “has illegally 
blocked off vital and traditional navigational 
routes (preventing) the passage of other mar- 
itime vessels except their own. It has prohibited 
marginalized and subsistence fisherfolk from the 
useofeventhe simple and harmless fishing meth- 
ods such as the hook and line, within the waters it 
has allegedly leased from Balabac town, a clear 
violation of the alleged lease agreement.” 

Jewelmer has been allowed to operate within 
an environmentally critical area without an envi- 
ronmental compliance certificate (ECC) and 
clearance from the Palawan Council for Sustain- 
able Development, which isa violation of the law. 
So far, Jewelmer has refused to dialogue with the 
affected groups, despite the urging of Presiden- 
tial Task Force 63. 

Jewelmer is not the only pearl farm in 
Palawan. Task Force Bugsuk says it has no issue 
with other pearl farms or with the entire pearl in- 
dustry, but only with Jewelmer. 

In its website, Jewelmer quotes, in English, the 
first stanza of Jose Rizal's "Mi Ultimo Adios," 
‘where the national hero speaks of the motherland 
as the "Pearl of the Orient.” In the original Spanish: 
“Perla del mar del oriente, Nuestro perdido eden.” 
Our Eden lost. It can't get more poignant than that.

Remembering Ricarte 


LAST Tuesday, I had the privilege of participating 
ina symposium held at the Polytechnic University 
of the Philippines. The topic was the life and 
place in history of Gen. Artemio Ricarte. 

Few people know that the government has 
published the memoirs of Ricarte, which includes 
his version of controversial events such as the 
Tejeros Convention. The memoirs are inexpen- 
sive, and institutions can ask for a free copy from 
the National Historical Institute, 

There is, as well, a very well-written pamphlet 
about the general, written by one of his grand- 
daughters, Ma. Luisa D. Fleetwood, The pam- 
phlet is available at a nominal price also at the 
NHI, and if you are a teacher or a student, 
chances are you can get it free 

There are many interesting details in the pam- 
phlet. For example, few know that Ricarte gave 
the large silk Philippine flag used during the inau- 
guration of the Commonwealth of the Philip- 
pines. Ricarte's place of exile, Yokohama, was fre- 
quented by Filipinos of various political persua- 
sions. He was held in high respect both for his 
revolutionary credentials and his single-minded 
dedication to the freedom of his country. 

The end of his life was marked by growing un- 
popularity with his countrymen, However, he 
personally interceded for—and saved—many 
‘who were marked for execution by the Japanese, 

Books such as his memoirs and the pamphlet 
written by his granddaughter help to put his life 
in proper perspective, 

1 myself was very happy to meet Mrs. Fleet- 
wood and her sister. 1 had grown up hearing sto- 
ries about Ricarte from my father: his restaurant, 
and the sort of pilgrimage Filipinos of an earlier 
generation made to see Ricarte and pay him their 
respect and help support the stubborn exile. 

1 would like to reproduce an e-mail going 
around which was written by Carlos Celdran, one 
of the leading lights in the historical conservation

Graft case vs Vizcaya mayor 


THE TOWN of Alfonso Castafieda in Nueva Vizcaya, 
through Mayor Alfredo Castillo Jr, concluded two con- 
tracts for the construction of Lubub-Dibilit Road worth 
2,471,260 and a 5-spun" gymnasium worth P1.5 mil- 


lion with Jerome Tan on May 11, 1999. The following 
day, Castillo issued a check worth P500,000 as down 
ayment for the road project and another check worth 
P1,265,455 for the gymnasium. Another check worth 
1,872,409.60 was issued for Lubub-Dibilit Rond. 

All checks, payable to Tan, were issued without the 
requisite certificate of acceptance and inspection re- 
port, and a certificate of completion and final accep- 
tance, Because of this, the Commission on Audit filed a 
complaint against Castillo with the Deputy Ombuds- 
man for Luzon Emilio Gonzalez. The COA also includ- 
ed in its complaint Castillos approval of P1.3 million 

« in cash advances to 11 municipal officials. 

‘Ombudsman Aniano Desierto approved the filing of 
three graft cases against the mayor for violation of the 
Anti-Graft and Corrupt Practices Act for the construc- 
tion of the Lubub-Dibilit road and the gymnasium, and 
the cash advances made to the council members. The 
cases were filed with the Sandiganbayan on June 20, 
2000 and assigned to the Second Division. 

‘The Sandiganbayan issued a warrant for Castillo's 
arrest on June 28, 2001. Six days later, he surrendered 
to Edgardo Urieta, chief of the Sandiganbayan's Secu- 
rity and Sheriff Services, but he was released after 
posting bail for P30,000. 

Castillo filed a motion for reconsideration and rein- 
vestigation with the Office of the Ombudsman. He 
maintained that there was no ghost project to speak of 
since the cash advances were given only when the 
equipment, personnel and construction crew were al- 
ready on site. The money given to the council mem- 
bers, he said, were loans to be paid out in installment 
through salary deductions. 

Case status: Since March 2003, the arraignment 
and pre-trial have not pushed through. Various rea- 
sons were given for the postponement of these pro- 
cesses, including lack of quorum, previous appoint- 
ment of the prosecutor, and absence or tardiness. The 
arraignment and pre-trial have been reset to Nov. 24 
and 25,2004, respectively.

Michael Favila, a member of the Philippine 
Benevolent Missionaries Association (PBMA), 
told reporters in Cebu that he turned himself 
in first to the National Bureau of Investigation 
in Puerto Princesa to clear his name and ask 
for a certification that he had nothing to do 
with Yongco's murder. 

He didn't get the certification and he pro- 
ceeded to Roxas town where he was arrested 
by the NBI on Oct. 19. 

He was brought to Manila yesterday where 
he was presented to reporters by Justice Sec- 
retary Raul Gonzalez. 

He told reporters that it was upon the ad- 
vice of Representative Ecleo that he went to 
Cebu because it was where he faced the 
charge of killing Yongco. 

Favila said he talked with Representative 
Ecleo over the cellular phone shortly after NBI 
agents brought him to Manila to be presented 
by Gonzalez, 

NBI officials said Favila was positively iden- 
tified from file photos as the gunman in the 
killing of Yongco by four witnesses, 

Onos Mangotara, NBI Puerto Princesa dis- 
trict office chief, said Favila travelled from his 
hometown of Cagayancillo, where many 
members of the PBMA, headed by Ecleo Jr, 
lived. 

Orlando Salatandre Jr, Еауйа and a PB- 
MA lawyer, said his client was not involved in 
'Yongeo's murder, 

He said he would present witnesses who 
would testify that Favila was in Palawan when 
Yongco was gunned down in her home in 
Barangay Zapatera on Oct. 11

the gunman as 5'7” tall, his height was just

"Maybe the doctors want to seek greener pas- 
tures because being a nurse is the easiest way to 
enter the United States. Perhaps when they are 
there, they can work out something so they can 
practice their medical profession,” he said. 

Perez said the doctors now studying at CCU 
are from Pangasinan, La Union, Nueva Ecija 
and Tarlac, 

He said these professionals were attracted to the 
CCU probably because of "our quality instruction, 
high passing rate in the board exams and the low 
school fees that atracr students to our college.” 

Perez, however admitted that the colleges facili- 
ties are “not as good" as those in big universities. 

Next school year, he said, the CCU can no 
longer admit medical students because of a 
memorandum-circular issued by the Depart- 
ment of Education asking small government- 
owned colleges and universities not to accept 
students who are already degree holders, 

The CCU was opened in 1966 asthe Urdaneta 
Community College t ad 150 students then,

ESPITE having been in the 
area for almost 25 years 
now, Romy Trono, a scuba 
diver and dive instructor, contin- 
ues to be amazed at the rich marine 
life in the waters of Anilao and the 
Verde Passage in Mabini, Batangas. 
But recent news on the sudden rise of ille- 
gal fishing activities in the area have troubled 
“Trono and environmentalist like him 
He said the reported incidents of dynamite 
and cyanide fishing have destroyed a consid. 
erable part of coral reefs in the Anilao and 
Verde Passage. 
“Trono, executive director of Conservation 
International (CI), has loved Anilao since 
his college days. He said its underwater 
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sceneryis stunning. 

"This is a spectacular place for scuba div- 
ing. 105 the most beautiful dive site nearest 
Manila, And if you want to see reef fishes and. 
live corals, this is definitely the place for you,” 
hesaid. 

Trono's attachment to the place grew af- 
ter he read a scientific article prepared last 
month by American fish taxonomist Kent 
Carpenter and scientist Victor Springer, 
which detailed the biodiversity of Verde Pas- 
sage. 

‘The two researchers said the sea channel 
that covers Batangas Bay, Anilao, Tingloy Is- 
land, Verde Island and the northern part of 
Mindoro has over 60 percent of the 2,983 
species found in seawaters around the 
world. 

"That study identified part of Verde Pas- 
sage, which is some.10 square kilometers, as 
the center of the global marine biodiversity" 
“Trono said. 

After learning about the illegal fishing, 
Trono immediately asked his friends from 
the Rotary Club of Makati-Salcedo to help 
safeguard the municipal waters of Mabini 
and the island-municipality of Tingloy south. 
of Batangas. 


Meeting 

With Trono's initiatives, officers of the Ro- 
tary Club met with Tingloy Mayor Antonio 
Atienza and members of the local Bantay Da- 
gat last Sept. 22in Makati. 

During the meeting, Atienza raised his 
concern about the renewed activities of op- 
erators of small and large commercial fish- 
ing vessels that are engaged in destructive 
fishing. 

Atienza admitted that his town, a fifth- 
class municipality, could not afford the ex- 
penses to patrol the entire seawater sur- 
rounding Tingloy. 

He said the incidence of illegal fishing in 
Mabini and Tingloy increased after a marine. 
ecosystem preservation project of the World 
Wildlife Fund (WWF) in their area ended in 
July. 

Atienza also disclosed that the two boats 
that Bantay Dagat members had been using 
in patrolling the locality needed repairs. 
‘The WWF used to fund the maintenance of 
the two boats, he said. 

"That is where we thought our group could 
be of help,” Ed Dannug, Rotary Club of 
Makati-Salcedo president, said. 

Dannug said the group approved the 
project as part of its centenary celebra- 
tion. 

‘The Rotary Club also forged an agreement 
with the local government of Tingloy for the. 
boat maintenance. 

On Oct, 2, the club handed the money to 
Mercado de Guzman, head of the Bantay Da- 
gat, to start the repair of the patrol vessels 

On Oct. 16, Rotary members went to Ting- 
loy and joined several residents and local gov- 
ernment officials witness the boats go sail ing 
again. 


Mooring buoys 

‘The Rotary Club has also financed the set- 
ting up of around 20 mooring buoys in the 
area since 2000 to prevent the destruction of 
coral reefs. 

Last year, the group put up fish shelters 
to propagate corals around the area. 

De Guzman, who is also a town councilor, 
said the repair of the boats was a shot in the 
arm in the operations of the Bantay Dagat. 

In the past, fishermen practicing dynamite 
fishing and other forms of destructive fishing 
fled because they had no boats to use in rune 
ning after the culprit, he said 

Some operators also issued cellular phones 
to their crew so that they can warn them 
‘whenever the Bantay Dagat personnel went 
after them. 

"They could easily send text messages to 
their people and inform them that we were 
coming. This made our job even harder,” De 
Guzman said, 

He added that the meager P100-a-day al- 
lowance that each of the Bantay Dagat mem- 
bers receives does not compensate for the risk 
they face in their job, 

De Guzman biamed some local politicians 
who continued to tolerate illegal fishing. He 
said some barangay officials coddle operators 
of destructive fishing, 

He said the residents had come to realize 
the ill effects of illegal fishing after non- 
government groups taught them to veer away 
from illegal fishing. 

He, however, said the project was not that 
easy to sustain. He said they needed P26,000 
to cover monthly expenses. 

“We need help from other groups to keep 
the project going. We are now actually ne- 
gotiating for a sisterhood agreement wit 
Rotary Clubs from Japan and Taiwan. We 
тоша source funds from them and put here 
to expand more into community service,” he 
said. 

Dannug said they also intended to build an 
ice plant where fishermen could put their ex- 
cess yield, and to help introduce cottage 
dustries and other livelihood activities to resi- 
dents as part of their coastal resource man- 
agement program. 

But for Trono, the enforcement of environ- 
mental laws is far more important than moni- 
toring,

Fears over security threaten collapse of USAID projects in Sulu 


ZAMBOANGA CITY—A private group 
funded by the United States Agency

ey from their contractors. 

“They said they need donations. 
(They were) asking for certain amounts 
and some military paraphernalia,” Tan 
said. 

He said the armed groups warned 
GEM contractors and personnel that if 
their demands were notheeded, "some- 
thing wrong will happen to us or to our 
contractors." 

Tan said they already sought the help. 
of local government officials and even 
the military. 

“We asked them to provide us some 


advises on how to appropriately han- 
dle situations like these and we also 
demanded for an investigation,” Tan 
said, 

He said the military agreed to secure 
the contractors, who are building roads 
and various projects in the: poverty- 
stricken province. 

"GEM's policy is no to extortion, no 
fraud, favoritism or giving ransom or 
bribes to any group or individuals,” Tan 
said. 

He said GEM would rather withdraw 
from areas considered as dangerous 
than yield to demands from unscrupu- 
lous groupsor individuals. 


Тап cited a GEM experience in Cen- 
tral Mindanao where some projects had 
to be cancelled because of uncertainty 
about the security of its contractors and 
workers. 

“What we are doing is providing op- 
portunities to people by delivering cer- 
tain infrastructure projects.

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Charge Garcia with plunder, lawmakers urged

GO FOR the jugular and charge Maj. Gen. 
Carlos Garcia with plunder. 

‘This, according to lawmakers from both 
the administration and the opposition, is what 
the. Office of the Ombudsman should do to 
compel the two-star genera! to disclose his 
supposed accomplices in the Armed Forces. 

Rep. Prospero Pichay Jr. (Lakas, Surigao 
del Sur) yesterday said there was prima facie 
evidence to warrant the fling of plunder 
charges. He said the documents provided by 
US authorities as well as the initial results of 
the, Ombudsman's inquiry indicated that 
Garcia had amassed funds more than the 
PSO-milion benchmark set for such cases. 


Charges too light 
* “General Garcia's list of unexplained 
wealth is testimony enough,” said 
Pichay, co-chair of the powerful Commis- 
sion on Appointments. 

House Minority Leader Rep. Francis 
Escudero (NPC, Sorsogon) said the 
charges for which the Ombudsman was 


investigating Garcia, like 
dishonesty, were too light. 

"[He] is keeping quiet perhaps because 
he thinks hell get it easy,” Escudero said. 

‘But the lawmaker pointed out that being 
charged with a capital offense like plunder 
‘was another thing: “What if Garcia suddenly 
says, The money isnot mine alone’ 

Rep. Darlene Antonino-Custodio (NPC, 
South Cotabato) said the full force of the 
law should be applied against Garcia. 

"We have landed a big fish, and he 
must now fry" she said. 

Rep. Ernesto Gidaya (Veterans Free- 
dom Party), a retired general, said Gar- 
cia knew more than he was letting on. 


Don't rush 

Rep. Imee Marcos (KBL, Ilocos Norte) said 
Garcia's assets could “speak for themselves,” 

“Hidden assets fall under the purview of 
plunder or, at the very least, violation of 
the antigraft law” said the eldest daughter 
of the ate dictator Ferdinand Marcos. 

But Assistant Ombudsman Ernesto 
Nocos, who serves as a spokesperson of 


-jury and 


the antigraft office, said it should not be 
made to “rush” Garcia's case. 

“We are a quasi-judicial body. They 
cannot tell us what to do,” Nocos said of 
the lawmakers. 

“We have to be careful in going over 
the evidence,” he said. “Tar evidence 
should be sufficient to support any case 
filed against public officials.” 

Besides, he said, building a case took time. 

Nocos, however, promised that there 
would be no whitewash in Garcia's case. 

But he added: ust like in any other 
case, we decide on the basis of evidence 
and the facts of the case. There must be. 
legal basis for whatever legal action to be 
taken by the Ombudsman. 

"That's how the justice system works.” 


Wife and sons 

The House committees on national de- 
fense and on banks are not about to let 
Garcia off easily under the cover of his 
right against self-inerimination. 

Rep. Войо Golez (Kampi, Parafiaque), 
chair ofthe committee on national defense, 


said it would summon Garcia's wife, Clarita 
.Depakakibo-Garcia, and two of his sons, an. 
‘Cari and Juan Paolo, "at the proper time.” 

Garcia had earlier requested the two 
committees to spare his family from the 
‘ongoing investigation. 

But Golez said yesterday: "Maybe he 
should have thought of that from the start. 
He should have been the one to spare 
tu. "from getting involved in this thing." 

The two Garcia sons were held by US cus- 
toms authorities last Dec. 19 for failure tode- 
are that they were carrying $100,000. 

In an effort to get back the money, 
their mother submitted a formal tete- 
ment saying her family was wealtay E. 
cause her husband, then comptroller of 
the AFR was receiving “gratitude money" 
from military suppliers and contractors. 

On Jan. 12, 2004, Garcia himself 
wrote the US Fines, Penalties and Forfei- 
ture Office, saying he had “requested” 
his sons “to bring along the money"

Truth commission 

Sen. Ramon Magsaysay Jr. has taken 
up Sen. Juan Ponce Enrile's earlier call 
that an independent body be formed to 
look into Garcia's unexplained wealth 
and the alleged corruption in the military 

Magsaysay, vice chair of the Senate 
‘committee on national defense, urged Ms 
Arroyo to get involved in puting up a 
"truth commission" to conduct the inquiry 

“This will provide a fair venue for those 
who wantto help the government weed out 
misfits while also shielding wimesses 
against possible threats that may arise from 
their exposés, he said ina statement. 

Garcia “has to account for a lot of is- 
sues," including informing the proper 
court of the involvement of other offi- 
cials in the AFP “corruption web,” 
Magsaysay said. 

But neither Senate President Franklin 
Drilon nor Defense Secretary Avelino 
Cruz is sold on the idea. 

Drilon pointed out to reporters the on- 
going investigations in the House, the 
AFP and the Office of the Ombudsman. 

He said that these investigations should 
be allowed to continue "to avoid duplica- 


tion,” and that there was no need for the 
Senate to even conducta separate probe. 

Cruz, who was at the Senate yesterday to 
confer with Drilon on preparations for the 
holding here of the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union congress next year, appeared to be 
firmly against the proposal to form an inde- 
pendent body го look into Garcia's case. 

“The disciplinary process in the AFP is 
working, and we will make it work," was 
his terse reply to reporters who asked 
him to comment on the matter. 


No whitewash, witch-hunt 

Cruz said the AFP had started its 
pre-trial investigation and would pursue 
the case against Garcia “in accordance 
with the Articles of War and the 
court-martial proceedings.” 

“There will be no whitewash, no 
witch-hunt, no sacred cows, no sacrifi- 
cial lambs," he said, adding that the 
guilty would be prosecuted and that the 
innocent had nothing to fear. 

He also said the result of the pre-trial 
investigation would be reviewed by the 
judge advocate general, who would then 
‘make his recommendation to the AFP 
chief of staff. 

Justice Secretary Gonzalez also said 
the court-martial would proceed at the 
same time that the Office of the Ombuds- 


man was looking into Garcia's supposed 
criminal liability. 

He said the AFP initial reluctance to 
conduct the probe on Garcia was proba- 
bly a result of the expectation that it was 
the Ombudsman that would do the in- 
vestigation. 

"(But the two investigations can pro- 
ceed at the same time," he said. 


“How deep is it?” 

Magsaysay, however, said he wanted 
the proposed truth commission to look 
into allegations of corruption not only in 
the military but in other government 
agencies as well. 

"How deep is it? How wide is it? Is it en- 
demic, systemic, or an isolated case? Whats 
the real situation?" he told reporters. 

Magsaysay also said the President should 
“show her tough leadership in order to ar- 
rest the mounting demoralization vis-vis 
graft and corruption in the (АЕР) and prob- 
ably other agencies of the government.” 

“The truth commission will address the 
issues on how to improve the bureaucracy 
and how to work within the law, at the 
same time allowing individuals who have 
done great damage to our country through 
plunder and economic sabotage to come 
forward and, maybe, be given an opportu- 
nity to do some kind of restitution," he said.

Avenue, New York City: the $750,000 
apartment at 222 East 34th Street, also 
in New York City, and a house at 625 Van- 
couver Drive, Westerville, Ohio, of still 
undetermined value. 

Gonzalez said he met on Tuesday with

SEAG, when the county nearly 
wrested the overall title from In- 


donesia. 


It was also Dayrit who suggested 
during the Philsoc meeting that Co- 
juangco, the equestrian president, be 
named vice chair in recognition of 
the clout he could provide in raising 
funds to meet the SEAG budget. 
Experts feel Dayrits gesture could 
mean he was no longer keen in o 
posing Cojuangco's announced bi 
torun for the POC presidency during 


the Nov. 27 polls.

But the film industry is neither dying nor 
dead, so lets stop this pointless ululation. It 
‘would be much more useful for all of us if we 
could focus on the often ignored or misunder- 
stood fact that the Filipino film indusay is 
changing—so weld better keep up with the 
rapidly evolving times. 

The big change is from a moviehouse-based 
mass audience to a less general and theater-sit- 
ed viewership. So, niche audiences are being 
created, which should be serviced with niche- 
specific movies. 

In addition, filmmaking itself has been 
changing. With digital movies fast coming in- 
to vogue, its now less expensive to shoot a 
film, so many more filmmakers aside from the 
major studios are entering the film produc- 
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tion scene, 

Yes, the process of converting digital movies 
1035 mm is expensive. But some theater circuits 
are investing in digital projection equipment, so 
this extra cost will be cancelled out. 

‘The local film landscape will be much more 
varied than it’s ever been. So, instead of feeling 
disheartered, our film people should get chal- 
lenged and even excited by the filmmaking 
prospects that are unfolding.

The way I see it, if nothing happens 
to this cute administration's tax pack- 
age in Congress, the public will even 
thank the lawmakers. 

‘That's what this cute administra- 
tion is facing in Congress. The law- 
makers need a lot of convincing. After 
all, they are up for re-election just two 
years from now. To them, new taxes 
are always a political gamble, too. 
STILL, lets give credit to Gloriaetta 
for hitting the fingernail right at the 
head butt ofthe fiscal crisis, or some- 
thing idiomatic (or idiotic) like that.

FOR the thinking in business is, no 
amount of new taxes can solve the fis- 
cal crisis. 

It is a big problem, involving 
hundreds of billions of pesos in the. 
budget deficit, for one, and for an- 
other, trillions of pesos in national 
debt. 

None of that can be covered by new 
taxes, particularly at this time of bad 
business in the highly-taxed sectors of 
the economy. 

You know--manufacturing, real 
estate, banking, etc. 

Agriculture may be doing fine, and 
зо do some in the export industries, 
but those sectors are mostly...well, 
“tax-exempt.” 

And so they say that there isa limit 

to the taxes which this economy can 
bear right now. In fact, some think we 
are already over it. 
THUS, solving the crisis by imposing 
new taxes until we are bleeding to 
death will only probably make the 
problem worse. 

More businesses may close down, 
losing sales due to prohibitive add-on 
taxes. 

Really, we can only get out of this 
fiscal mess, if the economy continues 
to grow across the board. Meaning, 
not just agriculture and OFW deploy- 
ment 

And there is only way for the 
economy to grow—make it a “sus- 
tainable growth," in the parlance of 
economists. And that is, invest- 
ments. 

Are a lot of people investing in new 
business ventures? Well, our generals 
‘would rather bring their dollars out of 
the country right? 

And there's not much investment 
because confidence is down. As a 
matter of strategy, Gloriaetta thus 
wants to boost business confi- 
dence. 

How? By imposing more punishing 
taxes on business, unfortunately! 
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Q3 deficit hits P61.8B

THEGOVERNMENT has kept its budget deficit 
in the third quarter below the celling of 
P63.127 billion, due to increased revenue col- 
lection that tempered effects of overspending. 

The Department of Finance announced 
yesterday that the budget deficit reached 
61.787 billion in the third quarter, bringing 
the deficit in the first nine months to 
P141.907 billion. 

Revenue during the third quarter period 
exceeded the target of P168.126 billion, but 
expenditures of P234.89 billion also breached 
the P231.89-billion target. 

The nine-month deficit came in below the 
ceiling of P143.341 billion, but a little more 
than the P142.703 billion recorded during the 
same period last year. 

Revenues for the first nine months stood at 
516.395 billion compared with the 
P658.302-billion expenditure. 

The better-than-programmed revenue ‘col- 
lection for the third quarter was attributed 
largely to the performance of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, which accounts for about 80 
percent of the national government's revenue. 

During the period, the BIR collected 
P114.656 billion, or higher than the target of 
P168.126 billion. 

The BIR's third-quarter collection was also 
145-percent better than the P151.13 billion 


collected in the same period last year. 

The Bureau of Customs, the government's 
second largest revenue ‘source, collected 
31.208 billion in the quarter, higher than the 
target of P30.596 billion and last year's collec- 
tion of P25.278 billion. 

“We have made significant efficiency gains 
in revenue collections with annual growth 
posting double-digit figures. This is proof 
enough that the reform measures that we 
have implemented in past years are working,” 
said Finance Secretary Juanita Amatong in 
yesterday's briefing. 

She said, however, that the governments 
economic team still has to strongly push for the. 
legislative measures proposed by the Arroyo ad- 
ministration to attain the goal of a zero deficit 
before the end of the Presidents term in 2010. 

The economic team, which includes the 
DOR the National Economic and Develop- 
ment Authority, the Bangko Sentral ng Pil 
inas, and the Department of Trade and indus- 
try, is pushing for eight revenue-enhancement 
measures to avert a full-blown fiscal crisis.

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RP urged to adopt Mexico borrowing model

BANGKO Sentral ng Pilipinas 
governor Rafael Buenaventura 
yesterday said the country could 
ward offa foreign exchange crisis 
by following the example of Mex- 
ico. 

During The Asset Forum on 
Asean capital markets, Bue- 
naventura said the strategy 
volved shifting away from the is- 
suance of foreign currency-de- 
nominated debt papers. 

Instead of tapping the global 
bond markets every time the 
need arises, foreign investors 
could be encouraged to bring 
in the foreign exchange by buy- 
ing local securities. 

“The foreign exchange ar- 
rives here and the foreign in- 
vestors assume the foreign ex- 
change risk,” Buenaventura 
said. 

He noted that Mexico was now 
sourcing more than 100 percent 
of its financing requirements 
from the domestic capital mar- 


"They now issue more peso. 
nominated bonds. They don’t is- 
sue dollar bonds anymore," Bue- 
naventura said. 

“However, they developed 
their infrastructure for the do- 
mestic capital markets and im- 
proved corporate governance," 
he said. 

To learn more about the 
Mexican strategy, Buenaventu- 
ra said the government had in- 
wited top officials from the 


Latin American country's fi- 
nance ministry to visit the 
country and share their experi- 
ence. 

"To date, the Philippine govern- 
ment sources the bulk of its fi 
nancing requirements from the 
domestic market, but relies main- 
Iyon local investors. 

Buenaventura said there was a 
need to boost the local domestic 
market infrastructure to open the 
doors to more foreign investors, 
especially since an Asean Bond 
Fund П with the size of $2 billion 
was being set up to invest in local 
bonds. 

As of 2003, Buenaventura not- 
ed that domestic bonds account- 
ed for only about 40 percent of 
Philippine gross domestic prod- 
uct, compared with 85 percent 
for bank assets and 69 percent for 
equity. 

Most of these bonds were in 
the form of government securi- 
ties. 

“in developed markets where 
capital markets are deep, the 
bond market size ranged from 88 


percent of GDP in Euroland and 
151 percent in the United States," 
the BSP chief said. 

Buenaventura said recent 
legislative reforms—such as 
the elimination of documen- 
tary stamp tax on secondary 
trading, the Special Purpose 
Vehicle Law and the Asset Se- 
curitization—would help spur 
the domestic capital market. 

"Although much progress 
has already been made, the 
work is still far from over," he 
said 

Buenaventura said the BSP 
would push for more reforms in 
the financial system, specifically:

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Local meat firms to tap EU mart

THE DEPARTMENT of Agriculture 
has urged local meat processorsto ex- 
portto the European Union, which re- 
cently approved the entry of Philip- 
pine meat. 

Agriculture Secretary Arthur C. 
Yap said yesterday that the newly 
formed National Meat Inspection Sys- 
tem was ready to assist the private 
sector in exportiág their products to 
the sizable new markets in the EU. 

"This is a big opportunity to ex- 
pand the market of local producers. 
But we must carefully watch the 
product quality standards,” Yap said 
ina briefing yesterday. 

The DA was already working on de- 
veloping а comprehensive disease 
surveillance system and has put in place 
a system for accrediting exporting 
plants and farms to maintain standards. 

"The industry is trying to break off 
from the alternate positive-negative 
growth pattern in the last three 
years,” the Livestock Development 
Council consultant Benjamin Al- 
barece added. 

Aside from the EU, other markets 
waiting to be fully tapped include Japan, 
the world’s top importer of meat prod- 
uers, and the United States, Russian Fed- 
eration, Mexico, Taiwan, and Singapore. 

NMIC Director Efren Nuestro said 
the recent passage of the Animal 
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THE EUROPEAN Union recently approved the entry of Philippine meat and 


meat products 
Health Code and the Meat Inspection 
Law would hasten the accreditation 
process for local meat processors. 
There are six companies accredited 
for export, including San Miguel 
Corp. and TLC Beatrice Philippines. 
‘Agribusiness firms, led by Century 
Canning Corp, exported some 
87,324 kilograms of processed meat 
products to Australia, Japan, Hong 
Kong, Bahrain and the Middle East 
from January to June this year. 
Processed products include canned 
Filipino delicacies, such as Lechon 
Paksiw Sisig and Bistik Tagalog, 
Adobo and locally manufactured hot- 
dogs, corned beef and pork and beans. 


These are popular among 
migrant workers, according to data 
from the National Meat Inspection.

Board of Investments and the Philippine Eco- 
nomic Zone Authority approved from Ja 
шагу to August projects valued at P146.6 bil 
lion. 

During that period, the BOI gave the green 
light to projects worth P117.2 billion or an 
improvement of 843.3 percent from P12.4 
billion in the same months last year. 

Ar the same time, Peza approved P29.4 bil- 
lion worth of projects, an increase of 124.1 
percent from P13.1 billion last year 

In August alone, total investment commit- 
ments increased 50 percent to P1.5 billion 
from P1.07 billion in the same month last 
year. 

The BOI approved P670 million in invest- 
ments, an increase of 151.3 percent from 
P266.6 billion in the same month last year.

While investment in manufacturing and 
services made up only 24 percent of total ap- 
proved projects in the first eight months, 
these ventures accounted for about 99 per- 
cent of the 47,800 jobs to be created by all 
projects registered during the period. 

From January to August, total foreign in- 
vestments reached P128.2 billion, a jump of 
730 percent from P15.4 billion in the same 
period in 2003. 

At the same time, local investments 
reached P18.4 billion, up 82 percent from 
P10.1 billion. 

"Increased foreign capital infusion is a sig- 
mal that foreign business confidence in the 
country is on the rise and we expect more off- 
shore firms to make their firm commitment to 
locate here,” Trade Secretary Cesar V. Purisi- 
masaid. 

But he said that although foreign direct in- 
vestment has increased, the amount was mea- 
ger compared to those made in other South- 
east Asian countries and in China and Indi 

"The government intends to correct thissit- 
uation by making the country the preferred 
FDI destination,” Purisima said, “One way is 
through the rationalization of incentives." 


Power subsidy phaseout backed 


LEADERS of the country's manufacturing sec- 
tor recently lauded the major steps taken by 
the government to reform the power sector, 
saying such steps "send very important posi- 
tive signals to the international business com- 
munity.” 

The executives cited in particular the re- 
cent decision by the Energy Regulatory Com- 
mission (ERC) phasing out the inter-class 
subsidy given by large industrial and com- 
mercial customers of the Manila Electric Co. 
(Meralco) to residential customers. 

‘They said the subsidy phaseout “signifi- 
cantly boosts the capability of the country to 
‘compete for the entry of new investments.” 
This is because the ERC move will correct dis- 
tortions in the power rate structure which 
have been a major disincentive to prospective 
investors, they added. 

Ford Group Philippines Inc. president Hen- 
xy Co weleomed the policy decision saying 
that "electric power is a major production in- 
put and a competitive power rate is a priority

consideration of prospective investors.” 

Ford has been in the Philippines since 1997 
and currently operates a $250-million assembly 
plant in Sta. Rosa, Laguna. The plant assembles 
vehicles for the Philippine market. It exports to 
Thailand, Indonesia, Malaysia and Singapore. 

Edward Coseteng, president of the Ceramic 
Tile Manufacturers Association, said the re- 
moval of cross subsidies "will be a big help to 
the manufacturing sector which is reeling un- 
der unrelenting increases in the price of man- 
ufacturing inputs.” 

“This will improve our competitiveness 
against imports—both legitimate and illegiti- 
mate,” he pointed out. 

David Chua, president of the Philippine 
Steelmakers Association (PSA), said the steel 
industry views the cross subsidy phaseout “as 
a welcome relief.” He said the decision “took 
some time but we are happy itis finally out.” 

Chua expressed hope that the lower power 
rates "would breathe new life into the local 
steel industry"

Bancommerce 
to raise P1.2B 
via tier-2 issue

BANK of Commerce will issue P1.2 billion in 
subordinated debt or tier 2 capital by the first 
quarter next year to strengthen iis capital 
stock against lending risks 

Supporting this move, Philippine Rating 
Services Corp. (PhilRatings), an affiliate of 
Standard & Poor's in the country, gave Ban- 
commerces tier 2 capital a favorable rating. 

Bancommerce is the first bank to seek a do- 
mestic credit rating for its issue, 

With the additional capital of P1.2 billion 
next year, the bank's capital adequacy ratio 
improved to 14.26 percent from 11.63 per- 
centatpresent: 

“The rating for Bancommerce's proposed 
P1.2 billion in unsecured subordinated notes is 
PRS A," PhilRatings said. This rating means "the 
issue has favorable investment attributes.” 

‘The tier 2 issue hasa term of 10 years, with 
a call option after the fifth year. 

PhilRatings reviewed the bank's business 
franchise, its funding profile and the availability 
of capitalization support from its shareholders. 

The rating also takes into account the 
banks lower profitability compared to it 
peers, PhilRatings said. In terms of asset qual- 
ity, the bank's non-performing asset (NPA) ra- 
tio as of end-2003 was higher compared to 
the commercial banking Sectors average. 

PhilRatings said, however, that the bank's 
“fairly diversified loan portfolio" and "conser- 
vative balance sheet structure" helped temper 
asset quality risks. 

PhilRatings believes that solving the bank's 
asset quality concerns will be manageable over 
the long-term. This is due to efforts to market 
its foreclosed assets, and the regular review 
‘and measures undertaken by the bank to man- 
age problematic or restructured accounts. 

"The banks earnings grew 17.1 percent in 
2003 to P156.6 million. PhilRatings said the 
banks revenue and earnings were expected to 
improve in the long-run, to be boosted by an im- 
provement in interest rates, increased loans and 
better management of non-performing loans. 

Bancommerce is the country’s 16th largest 
bank, accounting for 9.7 percent of commercial 
banking sector deposits as of end-2003, It has 
112 branches spread nationwide, which was 
boosted significantly by its previous acquisitions 
of Pan Asia Banking Ine. and Traders Royal Bank. 

The banks loans-to-deposit ratio as of end- 
2003 stood at 59.8 percent. Is funding profile is 
largely made up of lower-cost savings and de-

NTC warned against raising fees, charges

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CONTRARY to the common notion that 
Jeeches bring nothing but unpleasant 
experiences. they also have been 
known to give scientific benefits.

Get to know your olive

LIVE oil has acquired a rep- 
utation for being good for 
people's health. With high 

levels of beneficial fatty acids and 
antioxidants (substances that fight 
the highly active and damaging 
free radicals), and low cholesterol, 
itis supposed to help prevent heart 
diseases, cancer and other dis- 
eases. 

But not all olive oils are created equal, so, 
how do you decide what kind to buy? 

Italian chef Gioachino Brambilla says olive 
oils like wine. 

"Like fine wines, he taste, flavor, color and 
consistency of olive oil vary due to different 
varieties, location and weather. The olive oils 
of some small producers are treated and 
priced like fine vintage wines,” explains 
Brambilla, who was in town recently to

SPINACH and Cheese Quiche Cup

HEN it comes to shedding 
unwanted ^ — flab—all 
dreadfully frightening 20 


pounds of it—this sexy chef knows 
what she's doing. It was, ironically, 
her resolve 10 years ago to whittle 
down her weight from 125 to 105 
pounds that led her to putter 
around the kitchen and concoct 
her figure-friendly menu. 

"When Bami started  cooking—aba, 
pumayat! She has been cooking for me since 
зо healthy ‘yung mga kinakain ko. Im never 
sick. I don't even remember the last time got. 
sick,” says singer Rachel Alejandro, older sis- 
terto Barni. 

“We have been eating a diet similar to the 
South Beach Diet all this time but just didn't 
know it,” adds Barni. 

Both daughters of singer Hajji Alejandro

have stuck to their ideal weight, an aunt 
reached hers, a cousin with a big appetite en- 
joyed the generous serving, Rachel's manager 
went from a size 12 down to a size 6... the list 
of success stories goes on and on. 

"Today after cooking for family and friends 
for the longest time, Barni is ready to share. 
her gourmet—and many satisfied clients 
swear "tasty'—SBD menu with the local di- 
eting community via her own catering ser- 
vice named The Sexy Chef (tel. 6819645, 
0920-9043574). Because she doesn't have 
the overhead of a restaurant, she is able to 
offer SBD at only P800 per set (Phase 1), in- 
clusive of three meals, two snacks and one 
dessert, (Phase 2 is also available at P1,000 
per) 

Rachel says as much as they would like to 
keep the price affordable to every dieter, a 
menu that demands mostly imported ingredi- 
ents, including cost of preparation and deliv- 
егу, can only go as low at P800 per. 

“You can't scrimp on the ingredients. Luse a 
lot of white wine, balsamic vinegar, olive oil, 
herbs like parsley or basil, sugar-free organic 
peanut butter, 1 don't want the flavor to suf- 
fer,” Barni says. 


Taste is crucial 

Indeed, trust Barni to know how exceed- 
ingly crucial taste and flavor are to a dieter 
who already feels deprived of the “good life” 
before even beginning the two-week “or 
deal.” 

The SBD, says Barni, is tailored for the 
western tongue, which is too bland and dull 
for the Asian taste used to a fiery mix of spices 
and herbs. She says if the book's recipe were 
to be followed to the letter, Filipinos would 
find it extremely hard to keep the diet. 

“The diet is very flexible. You don't need to 
follow every ingredient in the book, Just fol- 
low the rules: Lean ground beef, low fat and 
low sugar, etc.,” says Barni. Besides, many of 
theingredients are not readily available inthe 
country, which can significantly reduce an en- 
trée's flavor. 

So sincere is Barni's concern for her 
clients’ welfare that she even provides them 
a manual before going on the diet, In it are 
tips on, say, what dieters can have if they get 
hungry, what ingredients are available in the 
local market, what substitutes to use, etc. 
More importantly, Barni cautions her clients 
to never ever cheat on their diet to attain 
their optimum weight-loss capacity. 

Bami also takes note of her clients’ aller- 
‘gies—substituting shrimp for another ingre- 
dient, for instance—but certainly not their 
preferences. A diet is still a diet, and rules 
have to be strictly followed. Lean, white 
chicken will remain lean despite insistence to 
throw in a teeny-tiny slice of deliriously deli- 
cious skin. 


CHOCOLATE Mousse 


Food delivery is done every evening for the 
next day's set of meals. Since The Sexy Chef's 
kitchen is located in Marikina, delivery is lim- 
ited, for now, to Marikina, QC and Makati, but 
only as far as Magallanes. Food, says Barni, 
must be delivered within 30 minutes as often 
as possible. A pickup point may be arranged 
for those living in far-off areas. 


International menu 

Bami’s SBD has an international menu. 
There are Japanese, French, Italian, Filipino 
cuisines, a healthy variety of western and 
eastern meals, to keep the dieters interested 
and to hopefully inspire them to finish the 
two-week diet 

There's Osso Buco, an Italian gourmet en- 
trée with lean, top round meat, whole-peeled 
tomatoes, basil, thyme, lemongrass and pars- 
ley in white wine and chicken stock. Spinach 
and Cheese Quiche Cup is baked spinach with 
eggs, reduced-fat cheese, green bell pepper, 
onion and garlic. Filipino treats are the likes 
of Chicken Adobo, Red-Egg Salad, Grilled 
Bangus, etc. 

But at the end of the day, dieters always 
have their treat of healthy dessert. Barni says 
she especially makes sure her desserts are tru- 
ly exciting, Already popular is the Chocolate 
Mousse, The Sexy Chef's version of coffee jel- 
ly called Coffee Custard, Vanilla Pudding, Al- 
mond Gelato, 

“Desserts have to be enjoyable so that my 
clients always have something to look for- 
ward to each day,” Barni says.

ENTURIES of cross-cultural 

exchanges have given Por- 

tuguese cuisine a broad 
spectrum of tastes and textures. 
What is offered at the Jeepney Cof- 
fee Shop of the InterCon Hotel is a 
collection of regional cuisines, 
cooking styles and mentalities 
rather than a singular blend. 

Imagine something as earthy and rustic as 
Pig's Ears with Green Sauce! A group of us, 
gathered at the Jeepney Bar for lunch cour- 
tesy of Portuguese Ambassador Joao da Silva 
and his gracious wife, Ulrike, immediately 
thought Sisig! 

We savored a good sampling of the Por- 
tuguese cuisine's manifold flavors under the 
guidance of guest chef Luis Miguel Marques 
Caseiro, who worked for a couple of years in 
Macao so he was nota stranger to the Orient. 

The meal started with some marvelous ap- 
petizers like Cod Salad with vinaigrette and a 
meat pie from northern Portugal. 1 had blood

Especially familiar to Filipinos is the dried 
cod or bacalao (bacalhau in Portuguese) that we 
associate with Good Friday. But we were told 
the Portuguese had over 365 recipes for bacal- 
hau, more than one for each day of the year! 


Imagine, the Portuguese were fishing for 
cod in Newfoundland's Grand Banks more 
than 500 years ago. 

The Jeepney Coffee Shop buffet offers, 
among others, chef Caseiro's Codfish Pie, Cod 
Salad with chickpeas, Codfish with Com 
Bread, Codfish “Narcisa” style, and Cod 
"Bras" style. 


Seafood medley 

You haven't lived if you haven't tried the 
Cataplana, a dish that traces its origins to the 
early 8th to mid-13th century. Invented by the 
Arabs who occupied Portugal for nearly 500 
years, the dish is a medley of sea food—fish, 
shellfish, clams and sometimes chicken de- 
pending on what is available or the whim of 
the cook 

The dish derives its name from the cata- 
plana, a hinged metal pan—a kind of pressure 
cooker--shaped like a clam shell. The pan is 
set on high fire and, thus, the ingredients are 
steamed to succulent goodness. 

One dish that caught our eye and taste 
buds was the vegetable soup with stone, 
which not only has a curious name but 
even more curious history. It seems a pri 
had nothing to cat and went around with a 


stone knocking on people's doors saying, “All 
Ive gotis a stone to eat.” 

One kind soul gave him cabbage and an- 
other gave him a piece of ham, another pota- 
toes. When he finished, he had enough ingre- 
dients for a fine and hearty winter soup. So, 
when you go to the coffee shop, make sure to 
„order the soup with stone and any of the 20 
desserts offered. 


Meaculpa . 

T had five different puddings that day and 
the leche flan, too. Who could resist a flan of 
three egg yolks? (Our tocino del cielo has one, 
according to Claude Tayag who should know) 
The flavor, smooth texture and taste chal- 
lenged my good intentions and I forgot about 
counting calories. 

Savoring the desserts, you can taste the al- 
monds, the oranges, the lemons and cinna- 
mon, a reminder that globalization started a 
long time ago when Moluceas and Portugal 
traded with each other. 

To eat is to absorb the essence of a place, 
culture and way of life all condensed in a spe- 
cial sensory experience. You can do just that 
wich the Portuguese food fest at the Inter- 
Con's Jeepney Coffee Shop until Oct. 22.

Current demand for VCO has reached a 
phenomenal level because of its vaunted 
health-promoting benefits ranging from re- 
ducing weight to moisturizing skin and hair 
and curing diseases. There are also sugges- 
tions it may be useful against HIV/AIDS, Se- 
vere Acute Respiratory Syndrome and some 
forms of cahcer. 

It is a complete turnaround from the days 
when health authorities, particularly in the. 
United States, scorned coconut oil for con- 
taining highly saturated fat (the bad fat 
linked to clogged arteries), like animal fats. 

We remember those days when Filipino sci- 
entists led by Dr. Conrado S. Dayrit and Dr. 
Quintin Kintanar waged a futile campaign. 
abroad to debunk the wrongful accusations 
and save the dying coconut export industry. 
Expectedly, the scientific and medical proofs 
they presented in various fora fell on deaf 
ens. 

Those were the days when US promoters 
were aggressively pushing soya as the safer 
choice over coconut food products. 

Well, the situation has been reversed. The 
very market abroad that shut its doors to co- 
conut oil is now excited over the health bene- 
fits of VCO causing the sudden surge in its 
production, not only in the Philippines but al- 
so in other Asian countries. We know for sure 
that local production has become a backyard 
enterprise. We have some friends who have 
gone into the production of VCO, which they 
sell to office workers and their neighbors. 

Unfortunately, there are no set standards 
for the production and the marketing of VCO. 
This concern is being raised here and abroad.
